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On the morning of February 5 
two cardboard boxes filled with 
religious artifacts were discovered 
on a loading dock at Klein’s by an 
employee. Pfc. Hall was called and 
took the boxes to the Greenbelt 
police station. Although none of 
the items, which were obviously 
of great value, were immediately 
identifiable, they appeared to be 
Catholic in origin and possibly 
from the Washington Cathedral 
Museum. When police called the 
Museum, they found that officials 
there had just reported a group of 
priceless articles missing and be¬ 
lieved stolen. A representative 
was sent to Greenbelt and made a 
positive identification of the items 
which were then returned to the 
Museum. 

Also on February 5, during the 
day, a resident of Lakeside North 
Apartments left his locked home 
and returned an hour later to find 
a male coming out of the bedroom. 
The man said he was from the 
apartment maintenance staff and 
was checking for a leak. He then 
left, driving away in a car with 
D.C. license tags. The resident 
jotted down the license number 
and then called the resident man¬ 
ager who found that the man was 
not part of the staff. Police were 
called and despite the delay were 
able to locate a name through the 
license tag number. A warrant 
was issued and D.C. police are 
now working on the case.

City’s Covenant 
Suit Held Over 

After denying a motion for dis¬ 
missal, Circuit Court Judge Robert 
B. Mathias last Thursday granted 
defendants Charles and Fleur 
Bresler a 10-day continuance to 
answer the city of Greenbelt’s bill 
of complaint regarding the con¬ 
struction of 21 additional apart¬ 
ment units on the Charlestown© 
tract. The defendants had request¬ 
ed a summary judgment dismissing 
them from the suit on the grounds 
that the land on which the 21 units 
were built had been conveyed to 
Stone, Inc., a D.C. corporation. 
Judge Mathias said that this was 
a matter that remained to be set¬ 
tled, as there was a question as 
to the material facts. 

The city contends that the 21 
units violate the 1962 covenant 
signed by the Breslers agreeing to 
restrict density of the 50-acre 
Charlestowne tract to an average 
of seven dwelling units per acre. 
The city’s suit, which seeks in¬ 
junctive relief against the con¬ 
struction, also names as defend¬ 
ants Stone, Inc., Burton J. Reiner, 
and Charles Burton Builders,

He will explain the com- 
mitte’s present proposal to turn the 
reins over to a newly elected group, 
disbanding the old organization 
and forming instead a Friends of 
the Library Association, as an on 
going body. Albert Herling will 
then present a proposed charter 
for such an organization and sug¬ 
gest ways in which the goals men¬ 
tioned above could be atttained.

Boys Club and Golden Age Club 
Offer Ideas for Youth Center

Needs for expanded recreational facilities to accommodate 
a growing Greenbelt were cited at the February 10 city council 
public hearing held to obtain citizens’ ideas on the dispensation 
of $150,000 allocated to the Youth Center by recent referendum. 
Discussion centered about the requests of the Golden Age Club 
and the immediate and projected needs for facilities and storage 


space as seen by the Boys Club. 

Mayor Edgar Smith and Coun- 
cilmen William Hoff, Richard 
Pilski and Francis White were 
present at the hearing attended 
by about 25 persons. When the 
meeting was thrown open to public 
comment, the Reverend Kenneth 
Buker spoke on behalf of the 
Golden Age Club. He stated that 
the club would like to have a 
large room, capable of holding 250 
people, with a stage and adjacent 
kitchen facilities. This room would 
be used for square dancing, Bingo 
games and movies. Currently there 
is some problem in showing movies 
to the Senior Citizens due to an 
excess of light and outside noise. 

In addition, Rev. Buker said that 
there is a desire for "a sort of club 
room where members can play 
cards, chat, and pass the time of 
day. Retirees, particularly men, 
have an adjustment problem and 
need a place where they can go and 
get out from underfoot at home.” 
It was suggested the multi-purpose 
room and the club room be on 
either side of the kitchen facili¬ 
ties. “Expanded membership of 
the Golden Age Club in future 
years will be the result of the pro¬ 
jected population growth of Green¬ 
belt and medical advance in the 
care of Senior Citizens,” he added 
later. 

The Greenbelt Boys Club anti¬ 
cipates rapid growth in the next 
five years, according to John 
Schaffer, speaking for the group. 
Last year there were 56 boys en¬ 
rolled in the basketball program 
compared to 122 this year and 500 
expected by 1974. “There are a lot 
of boys we’re not reaching,” he 
said. The club needs 2500 square 
feet of storage space for out-of- 
scason equipment and additional 
indoor playing space. Because of 
the close proximity of the Youth 
Center to club members’ homes, as 
yet there is no need for showers 
and dressing room facilities. 

Councilman White interjected 
that an indoor gym would require 
9000 feet of floor space and at $15 
per square foot (cost to build), the 
$150,000 would therefore allow 
10,000 square feet in the addition. 
So, he concluded, “A new gym 
would be impossible. Also 2500 
square feet for storage would be 
one-fourth of the total new space 
available. Mayor Smith added that 
he felt that space could be provid¬ 
ed for this purpose in the new city 
warehouse. It was noted that some 
srpace would be necessary for 
storage at the Youth Center of 
such equipment as down-markers 
for football when in season. 

Multi-Purpose Room 

The council questioned whether 
a large multi-purpose room could 
meet the needs of all concerned 
and suggested that John Churchill, 
as a professional in the field of re¬ 
creation, help with the priorities 
in Greenbelt's recreation plan. 
Churchill stated that 'Priorities 


are not a professional question but 
for the citizens.” He advocated the 
use of a master plan to aid in 
executing plans for any further 
additions to facilities. “Greenbelt’s 
projected population (present fig¬ 
ure doubled by 1975) requires sys¬ 
tematic determination of needs,* 
he concluded. 

The question was Taised as to 
whether the local schools could 
not provide needed additional re¬ 
creational space. Several citizens 
cited incidents where the city’s 
informal arrangement with the 
schools presented problems, such 
as not opening the building at the 
proper time or scheduling two 
events at the same time. Lack of 
adequate janitorial personnel for 
aftteT school hours was cited as one 
hindrance to the program. Mayor 
Smith instructed City Manager 
James Giese to contact the county 
board of education in order to 
learn what type of contractual 
agreement could be made concern¬ 
ing the use of the schools. He added 
that the problem of janitorial help 
could be met by city employees 
given compensatory overtime 
wages. The use of the Greenbelt 
Armory was also given considera¬ 
tion as a source of additional re¬ 
creational space. 

Hugh Jascourt, national chair¬ 
man of AAU’s “Run For Your 
Life” jogging program, noted that 
“more people 45-65 years of age 
die of heart attacks due to lack 
of proper exercise.” He requested 
that a small room in the Youth 
Center addition be set aside and 
equipped with an elect rocardia- 
graph machine and other cardiac - 
respiratory testing equipment for 
the use of those intendng to parti¬ 
cipate in sports and for those 
citizens with existing conditions 
who are put on a regimen of 
cardiac and/or respiratory exer¬ 
cises. Said Jascourt, “Such equip¬ 
ment is available at various 
YMCA’s—for example D.C. Centra) 
Branch—and while rarely found 
in community recreation centers, 
Greenbelt prides itself as a pace¬ 
setter and could set a precedent” 
The element of risk to those using 
the equipment and the portabiity 
of the equipment was questioned 
by the Council.

Opposes Subsidies 

To the Editor: 

I agree with the majority deci¬ 
sion of the GHI Board to oppose 
rent subsidies. The principle func¬ 
tion of the Co-op lies in providing 
housing, not in redistributing in¬ 
come among the members. How¬ 
ever, the board should try to be 
more consistent in its position. 
Last summer GHI sold some ex¬ 
pensive “free standing homes” and 
financed them at interest rates be¬ 
low the market rate. The homes 
were not offered on the market to 
the highest bidder, but instead 
they were rationed by some strange 
procedure which gave preference 
to certain individuals. 

The handling of the “free stand¬ 
ing homes” sounds to me very 
similar to a subsidy. If the board 
members do choose to give sub¬ 
sidies, I think most members 
would prefer to take income from 
our relatively well-off members 
and give it to the poorer members. 
It appears that the Board’s deci¬ 
sion on the “free standing homes” 
and rent subsidies reverses the in¬ 
come redistribution plan to bene¬ 
fit the wealthy. I hope the town- 
houses don’t represent a continua¬ 
tion of this policy.

What’s the Potomac River 
doing in Massachusetts? 


It’s modeling... for a group of river ana¬ 
lysts at the Alden Research Laboratories of 
the Worcester Polytechnic Institute. 

You see, every stretch of river has its 
own personality. We can never tell in advance 
how it will react to a generating station on the 
bank . . . no matter how much experience 
we’ve had with other stations. 

But we have to know, because we can¬ 
not permit any part of our operations to affect 
river life adversely. 

Therefore, before we started work on 
our Morgantown generating station, now un¬ 
der construction in Charles County, Maryland, 
we "sent” a 15-mile stretch of the Potomac 
up to Massachusetts. The Alden scientists 
built a contoured model of the river, simulat¬ 
ing its movements precisely. 

Then they began experiments (in con¬ 
sultation with a six-man advisory committee 
formed by Pepco and the State of Maryland) 
to find out what procedures and changes 
might be necessary to protect marine life. 

But Alden’s work is just part of the be- 
kind-to-rivers program. 


For thermal and chemical effects, we 
get specialized guidance from Sheppard T. 
Powell Associates of Baltimore, nationally 
known water consultants. 

We have engaged Dr. Ruth Patrick to 
study the marine life itself and to recommend 
steps for protecting it. Dr. Patrick is chairman 
of the Department of Limnology at The Acad¬ 
emy of Natural Sciences in Philadelphia and 
is internationally known. Her relationship 
with Pepco continues even after the plant 
goes into operation. 

We know this is an effective team be¬ 
cause they helped us plan the Dickerson gen¬ 
erating station, further up the Potomac in 
Montgomery County, and the Chalk Point gen¬ 
erating station on the Patuxent River in south¬ 
ern Prince Georges County. Their ethics are 
unquestioned; they report the facts as they 
find them. 

As a result, we have every reason to be¬ 
lieve that the Morgantown generating station 
will have no deleterious effect on river life. 

And we’re delighted . . . because it’s our 
water, too.
